No injuries in school bus crash Partnership puts AEDs on the front line 



There was a little extra excitement for some Bradford 
students on the last day of school. On Thursday, June 
25, around 4 p.m„ South Simcoe Police received a call 
reporting a school bus involved in a collision on Holland 
Street West in Bradford. Officers discovered that the bus 
had made a left turn, striking a car. No one was injured in 
the collision, and all of the children were safely removed 
from the bus. The school bus driver was charged with 
Turn-Not in Safety under the Highway Traffic Act. 


Simcoe County paramedics 
are expanding their partner¬ 
ship to save lives. 

Both are first respond¬ 
ers at collisions and medical 
assist calls, working together 
to save lives - and jointly 
responded to 173 medical 
calls, and 140 Personal Injury 
collisions this past year. 

That partnership has now 
been formalized, with the 
launch of the South Simcoe 
police Public Access Defi¬ 
brillator (PAD) program, 
that will see six Automated 

(AEDs) installed in police 

mand unit and aboard the 
Wardrop II marine vessel. 

The launch of the partner¬ 
ship took place on the shores 
of Lake Simcoe, in Innisfil 
Beach Park on June 29. 


Simcoe County War¬ 
den Gerry Marshall was 
on hand, noting that with 
a population of 430,000, 
an estimated nine million 
tourists per year, and 16,000 
businesses, Simcoe County 
is “a hub of activity, and 
we need to be prepared for 
anything that comes up.” 

Partnerships with police 
services like South Simcoe 
help responders be prepared. 

“The PAD program is a 
tremendous success story,” 
Marshall said. “We have 
635 AEDs deployed (in the 
county) and we’ve saved 12 
lives, including a young lad 
of 10 years old. It can hap¬ 
pen to anyone.” 

Innisfil Mayor Gord Wau- 
chope and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Mayor Rob Kef- 
fer both praised the program, 
which will deploy AEDs on the 
front lines of policing. 

“This is going to save lives,” 
Wauchope said. “I’m really 


glad to see there is a defibril¬ 
lator going on the boat we 
have here on Lake Simcoe. 
We have a lot of traffic, up 
and down the lake. 

Keffer noted that the 
devices, and “the quick 
response of other peo¬ 
ple attending the facilities" 
at arenas and other public 
places, have saved at least 12 
lives in the County - two in 
Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

He thanked the county’s 
PAD program for supply¬ 
ing the AEDs that South 
Simcoe police will deploy 
“in our neighbourhoods, 
on our roads, at the scenes 
of accidents where there is 

Two of the easy-to-use 
AEDs will be in North Divi¬ 
sion patrol cars, two in patrol 
vehicles in South Division, 
one in the mobile command 
post used at numerous com¬ 
munity events, and one on 
board the marine unit. 


“Last year we had 40 
calls where police could 
have used this public safety 
equipment,” said South 
Simcoe Police Chief Rick 
Beazley. “At any call our 
officers may have to offer 
first aid.” 

Out on the lake, the 
marine unit has had to 
transport patients to 
shore, where paramedics 


Chief paramedic Andrew 
Robert agreed. 

“Every minute is less 
chance of survival,” he 
said. With an AED, “you’re 
increasing the chance of 
survival up to 85%.

Intelligent, compassionate..." 
Randy had enrolled in the 
paramedic course at Geor¬ 
gian College, and the future 
seemed bright, when he took 
his own life on November 6, 
2014. He was 20. 

What his friends didn't 
know, what his family didn't 
know, was that depression 
was more than just a tempo¬ 
rary mood swing for Randy. 
“We didn't fully understand 
the depth of it,” said Sandra. 

It is only since going to 
counselling, in the wake of 
Randy’s death, that the Baggs 
have realized not only the 
extent of his depression, but 
just how common it is, espe¬ 
cially among young people. 

In the parent group they 
joined, they met five other fam¬ 
ilies coping with similar loss. 
“All these kids had benefits, 
were well-brought up - and one 
night, they’re gone,” said BilL 

The Baggs have come to real¬ 
ize that one of the biggest bar¬ 
riers is the lack of communica¬ 
tion: kids ashamed or unwilling 
to approach their parents; par¬ 
ents not knowing where to start 
the dialogue. That realization 
has led them to take action. 

During the school year, the 
Baggs handed out “Break the 
Silence for Randy" bracelets 
to about 250 senior students at 
Bradford District High School
